Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Two aspects of the prior art were particularly discussed with regards 
to the present application and the manner in which the present application is represented in pending claims. The first 
was the nature of the relative positioning between the aperture wall (56) and the disc (64) specifically, the applicant 
maintained the position that the aperture is sized such that the disc (64) is physically supported by the wall of the 
aperture (56). The examiner presented the viewpoint that any such contact between the wall and the disc would damp 
the edges of the disc (and thus the driver) based on the physics of any such contact, providing undesirable influence 
on the operation of the driver and obviating the need for the coupling provided by the tape (66). No agreement was 
reached regarding this interpretation of the reference. The second aspect was the nature of the claimed "elastic 
member" in view of the "flexible tape" noted in Doederiein; the applicant maintained that "elastic" was not "flexible", but 
the examiner presented the position that basic definitions of the words "elastic" and "flexible" are not mutually 
exclusive, noting that the Merriam Webster online dictionary lists 'flexible" as a synonym for a definition of "elastic". No 
agreement was reached with regards to the definitions of said words, though the examiner noted that amending or 
otherwise incorporating claim language to reflect the "mbber" nature of the materials used in creating the "elastic 
member" (as presented in the applicant's specification, page 5) may provide the necessary distinction over the 
teachings of Doedertein. Other areas of potential claim amendments were also discussed, including the "full range" 
nature of the applicant's speaker. No proposed claim amendments were fomnally presented; as such, no indication 
was given by the examiner in regards to the allowability of any future amendments to the claims, as further search 
and/or consideration may be required upon the submission of any such amendments. 
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
